Heavy losses have been 
inflicted on the enemy by our ar- 
tillery and machine guns, whilst 
our low flying airplanes repeated- 
ly attacked the enemy's advanc- 
ing column further to-the rear. 


"A heavy attack delivered by 


fresh enemy troops in the after- 
noon enabled them to make pro- 
gress west and southwest of Ba- 
paume in the direction of Cource- 
lette. South of Peronne our troops 
nave been, pressed back in several 
places slightly west of the Somme, 
while farther south the enemy has 
succeeded in making some pro- 
gress and has captured NTesle and 
Guiscard. 


"Fresh re-enforcements are ar- 


riving in this neighborhood. 


"Our troops, although tired, are 


in good heart and 
are

splendidly and the enemy is only 
Progressing at the cost of heavy 
sacrifices.

WILSON PRAISES HAIG'S DEFENSE 


Cablcfe Message of Congratulations to 


British Field Mnrsti.il—Predicts 


Victor}. 


Washington, D. C., March 
25.— 


President Wilson today cabled Field 
Marshal Haig, congratulating hi*n on 
tho British stand against the Gcrman 
offensive and predicting a final Allied 
victory. 


The President's message read: 
"May I not express to you my 


warm 
admiration of 
the 
splendid 


steadfastness and valor with which 
your troops have withstood the Gcr- 
man onset, and tho perfect confidence 
nil Americans feel that you will win 
a secure and final victory 


Washington, D. C., March 25. — 


Secretary McAdoo announced tonight 
that the amount of the third Liberty 
loan would be $3,000,000,000 at 4 >4 
per cent, and that all over-subscrip- 
tions would be accepted. 


The new bonds will be non-con- 


vertible, but bonds of the first and 
second Liberty loan may be converted 
Into the new 4'A per cent securities. 


Authority to issue 
$4,500,000,000 


in bonds in addition to the S3,000,- 
000,000 already authorized and unis- 
sued, is proposed in new loan legisla- 
tion prepared, for submission to con- 
gress, so that the total amount which 
may be Issued is $8,160,000,000. 


Mr. McAdoo said expenditures of 


the United States .and the Allied gov- 
ernments had been much below esti- 
mates, and that conseViuently it was 
not necessary to make the loan larger 
than ?3,000,000,000. 
, 


Congress will bo asked for author- 


ity to make- additional loans to the 
Allies during' the coming 
summer. 


The decision to make the new bonds 
inconvertible, the Secretary announc- 
ed, was reached in order to put an 
end to the expectation of higher Inter- 
est rates. 


Secretary McAdoo issued this state- 


ment: 


"The secretary of the treasury In a 


conference with Mr. Kitchen, chair- 
man of the ways and means commit- 
;ee, today outlined his plan for the 
third liberty loan. 
Actual expendi- 


tures of the United States government 
and of the Allied governments having 
been much less than had been indi- 
cated by the estimates-, the amount o£ 
the next loan will be only $3,000,000,- 
000, the right being reserved to allot 
oversubscriptions. 


Tho secretary will ask authority of 


congress to issue bonds benring in- 
terest at the rate of 4 vt per cent per 
annum, acceptable at part and accrued 
interest in payment of United States 
inheritance taxes and having the ben- 
efit of a sinking fund of five per cent 
per annum during the period of the 
war and for one year thereafter. 


"It is necessarily the belief of the 


secretary that the rate now proposed 
is sulUcient and that by restricting un- 
necessary capital Issues and by induc- 
ing the people who subscribe to Lib- 
erty bonds to save them and keep 
them for investment arid by purchase | 
with the sinking fund from those who 
find themselves compelled to soil, fur- 
ther increases in the interest rate may j 
be avoided. 
In order to put an end 


to the expectation o£ higher Interest 
rates it is proposed that tbo ionver.«lon 
( 


privileges -shall be eliminated from the 
new bonds, but the holders of the Lib- 
erty bonds of all existing isuut.s will be 
givon nn opportunity to convert their 
bonds into the new 1 '1 per cent bonds. 


"In addition to the fnn going princi- 


pal item, congress will be asked for 
authority to Istue bonds tu the amount 
of $1,500,000,000, in addition to those 
now authorized, in order to provide 
for future issues, for authority to Issue 
additional treasury ccrtilicatcs of in- 
debtedness, for authority to make ad- 
ditional loans to AlMcd Rovernmonts 
during the summer and for authority 
to deposit Income and excess profits ' 
taxes with national b.inks, state banks , 
and trust companies throughout the 
United States in the .s.ime mnnner as | 
the proceeds ot the Liberty loan.

With the British Army In France, 


March 25.—The battle today on the 
historic ground about JLongueval was 
perhaps the most spectacular of any 
along tho front. It was a day for ma- 
chine gunners and infantry.. The Ger- 
mans were pursuing their tactics of 
working forward in mass formation 
and the British rapid firing squads 
were reaping horrible harvests. 
De- 


spite their terrible losses- tho Germans 
kept coming on fiUin- the places of 
those who had fallen. 
The British 


meantime poured In a perfect rain of 
shells Into the enemy, working havoc 
In the ranks. 


Just in front of the former village 


of Harglcourt -were quarries. 
The 


British had taken up positions, and 
here a battle of great ferocity was 
staged. The Germans repeatedly tried 
to take -the quarries by storm, but so 
gallant was the defense of the compar- 
atively small forces that the attacking 
troops were unable to push their way 
through. 


While this struggle was in progress 


the enemy flung five divisions against 
the line in front of Hargicourt and 
compelled the British to fall back from 
that place. This aut'.rnatically ended 
the struggle in the Templeaux quarries 
and the defenders fell back a little.

newed his efforta to break the Brit- 
ish front in the region of Erville:s. 
To the south, near the center of the 
line, an equally strong attempt was 
being made by the invaders to extend 
the long, narrow salient -which they 
had pushed In nouth o£ Bapaume, near 
Lungueval—famous In the annals of 
the battle of the Somme. These places 
were again the'ecene of shambles, in 
-which the British machine gunners 
and riflemen exacted a. terrible toll of 
death from th« closely pressing enemy. 


Decision In Abeyance, 


Still farther south the Germans were 


pressing the front hard in an endeavor 
to push on and get a firm grip on 
Nesle and swing the British right flank 
back, while the determined defenders 
were battling doggedly t» force the j 
enemy back and reclaim the positions j 
previously held by them along the 
river. 


The decision at all of these centers 


is yet in abeyance, so far as it is 
known at thin time, and the struggle 
goes on with unabated fury. The re- 
sistance of the- British right wing has 
been particularly spectacular. 


On Saturday the Germans essayed 


the crossing of the Somme on rafts in 
the Nesle sector, but these expedition- 
ary forces were caujrtit in a hail of 
artillery, machine gun and rifle fire, 
and virtually wiped out. 
Yesterday, 


however, the Germans succeeded in 
getting troops across in this manner 
and followed these advance guards up 
with .strong forces in the neighbor- 
hood of Morchain. 
The British were 


contesting the enemy advance fiercely 
and at latest reports w.ere holding 
the hard 
hitting enemy 
strongly.

MIDIilOJJS OP BONDS 


M there ham boen any question as to 


tha eagerness with which residents ot 
N«-w York «ta.te by their subscriptions 
to the Second Liberty loan helped to- 
ward -winning the war, the question 
is definitely set at 
rest by a state- 


ment issued yesterday by the Federal 
Reserve bank of New York, which Is 
situated in the Sscond Federal Re- 
nerve district. This bank has had in 
charge the distribution 
of bonds In. 


Ihe district of which Otsego *nd Dela- 
ware counties are a part. 


According to the report of Monday 


the bank has delivered more than 
three million separate coupon bonds, 
running In denominations from 60 to 
$3.0,000 each. The actual number'for 
the district ts 3,205,071, and the aggre- 
gate value is $1,075,097,800. Of these 
bonds 1,627,926 were of the $50 de- 
nomination. It Is estimated that the 
total number of subscribers to the 
$50 bonds Is more than double that 
of the United States Steel corpora- 
tion, the American Telephone 
and 


Telegraph company, the Pennsylvania 
railroad company and all the leading 
companies in the oil group—a fact 
which appears to indicate that the 
Investing public must have been tri- 
pled In the United States by this one 
loan. 
Of the $100 bonds there were 


tbo«t half as many as of the 
$BO 


ones. 


Hext month the drive opens for 


subscriptions for the Third Liberty 
loan. That the subscriptions will be 
even more numerous there Is no rea- 
son to doubt. The American people 
have come to realize as never before 
the advantage o£ saving, and the ease 
with which such savings can be made. 
Moreover, the patriotic spirit flames 
even higher than it did six months 
ago, and there is not only a grim 
determination to help win the war 
but to do our full share in a conflict 
In which with each departure of ships 
from our shores we come to have 
more and more a personal interest.

held, explained tonight that the as- 
sociation was organized for the pur- 
pose of considering (luestlons affect- 
Ing tho administration of the inherit- 
ance tax law. 
He pointed out that 


such a gathering would prove to bo 
an important influence ,ln increasing 
Ita enforcement and asserted that this 
year's coferonce will prove partic- 
ularly useful In considering a num- 
ber of Important amendments now 
pending in the legislature, as well 
as serving a suitable means for Inter- 
changing views and Ideas upon this 
subject.

clusion, 
"upon 
the 
non-resident 


question involved in the Hetty Green

NO FOOD FOR THE WOUNDED. 


Hospital Shelled and Inmates of Insane 


Asylum Tormented by Blood- 


thlnty Hordes of the

(NOTE.—Dr. Downer resigned 


from the Army Medical School at 
Washington 
to enter the Red 


Cross field service. He served aa 
an American Red Cross surgeon 
In Serbia In 1915, and In 1916 and 
1917 was In Russia, where he was 
first director of an American sur- 
gical mission to Russia and was 
later appointed by the Empress 
surgeon to the Imperial Hospital 
of Russia. He wants to tell the 
American people what he saw In 
Serbia so that they vrlll see with 
him why Investment In the Lib- 
erty Loan Is Imperative with them.) 
I was lii Serbia at the time of the 


terrible fighting when BeI,<Tade fell. 
After the Germans took possession of 
Belgrade we Red Cross people were 
virtually prisoners of war for a period 
of two weeks. Had It not been for 
forethought on our part we would 
probably have be6n allowed to starvp' 
to death. As It was I was foiced with 
other Red Cross surgeons to eat hum- 
ble pie !*• O'-der to keep alive. This Is 
how we saved ourselves from starva- 
vatlon. 


After the Germans had bombarded 


Belgrade and. the defenses were re- 
duced and the city lay bleeding at 
their feet they allowed a period of five 
hours to elapse before the actual In- 
vasion of the city. This five hour pe- 
riod gave us time to travel down Into 
the devastated town and search three 
or four abandoned buildings for food. 
We found hardtack and marmalade, 
and on thesR we subsisted for a month.

Most of the patients in our hospital 


were wounded Serbians, as all the 
German and- Austrian wounded were 
taken out of the hospital at once and 
transferred to the interior of -Hun- 
gary, where food was more plentiful. 
The Hun allowed one-third of our pn- 
tlents to die from starvation. 
This 


was not due to lack of food because 
of poor transportation, for the Kaiser 
always makes sure that his line of 
transportation Is In order, and for 
Serbia he has wonderful means of 
communication, both by rail and the 
Danube river. 


Water Mains Destroyed, 
only was there a scarcity of 


food, but the Germans had fired shells 
into the city with such terrible effect 
that the water mains had been d.e-' 
stroyed and we had only one or two 
springs to supply drinking water, 
which 
was 
absolutely 
inadequate. 


When the wounded arrived, exsan- 
guinated with that terrible thrist which 
accotnpnnl.es great loss of blood, we 
found that It was necessary to admin- 
Isier hypodermic Injections o£ mor- 
phine to still the cries for water. The 
Gentians did not remedy this condi- 
tion for some days, although they sup- 
plied their own hospitals with the pre- 
cious fluid. 


They were also prompt In removing 


their own woundcc! from the field of 
battle, but the poor wounded Serb was 
allowed to remain In some Instances 
for a period of sis days exposed to the 
elements. 


As food was so scarce, I fln«!ly se- 


cured permission from the Hun au- 
thorities to go out Into the country in 
search of it. The only thing I was able 
to purchase was milk from a Serbian 
peasant, three cans a day. 
This I 


hauled back In a small automobile. 
Half of it was distributed to the pa- 
tients In the hospital, about 2,000 In 
number, while the remainder was 
turned over to the orphan asylum for 
distribution among the 500 children 
there. This tided us over for three 
days, but on the third day the peasant 
Informed me that the Huns had taken 
all the hay from his barns, and the 
following day I saw them requisition 
the herd of cattle. Not long afterward 
the peasant was made a prisoner, al- 
though be was a man long past mili- 
tary age. 


A few days before this I had used 


the same small automobile to bring In 
the wounded civilians. 
Braving the 


shells, I searched the fields and streets 
for these victims, and there I found 
them as they had fallen back Into tho 
crater of death. What had been horses 
and carriages loaded with htimnn be- 
ings fleeing for safety were now con- 
glomerate masses of wreckage. 


Searching for the living amidst the 


ruins and debris, one would come upon 
whole families—the father, the mother 
and the children—the mother aomc- 
tlmes still clutching the Infant to her 
breast, innocent victims who had rais- 
ed their hands against no man. A few 
were still living. They were carried 
to the hospital, hut the odds of. hun- 
ger, shock and injury were against 
them. They died. 


Germans Shell Our Flag. 


the bombardment weJthOtJght 


the territory In and aDool the Hospital 
sacred and Immune from 
German 


shells, because, floating from the high- 
est bnlldlug, was the Stars and Stripes 
together with the Bed Cross emblem. 
I was mildly surprised when a shell 
exploded Just outside near the operat- 
ing room window. I made the excuse 
that as they were firing from a great 
distance, It was perhaps a poor shot 
at the; other end. A few minutes later 
another shell just grazed the building 
and exploded In the vicinity of the 
nurses' dormitory. 
This I excused 


again on the same theory as before. 
I think I made about eight similar 
excuses that day, not counting the 
shells that explr dcd In the nlr over the 
hospital because the Hun had timed 
the fuses short. At any time we could 
pick spent bullets from the doors and 
most of the windows were riddled. 
Several patients In the hospital were 
wounded. 


Nothing, it'appeared to me, pleases 


the German so much as the suffering 
of others. The world usually imagines 
the German's chief Joy Is a large stein 
of beer and enough strong cheese to 
eat while he drinks. My experiences 
with Germans have dissipated tills idea 
In my 
minH. 
Tortured, 
outraged 


women, burning hon"?s, murdered men 
and children are '.ar more pleasant 
sights to the Hun eye, according to 
their actions. 


After the fall of Belgrade and the 


Germans controlleil Serbia their flend- 
ishness WBE so displayed that we of 
the Eed Cross soon discovered that 
the Hun is more violently Insane than 
the craziest of admitted crazy men. 
When the German forces entered Bel- 
grade, their first net was to drive out 
all the Inmates of an insane asylum 
that served for all Serbia. These suf- 
ferers were driven into the fillls with- 
out food and with much of thejr cloth- 
Ing taken frdm them. 


Insane Patients Tormented. 


Many were herded Into n large open 


square In Belgrade. 
The Germans 


formed a circle around thr insane per- 
sons and tormented them, laughing at 
the pitiful antics of the mentally un- 
balanced men and women. If one of 
the tortured lunatics became too vio- 
lent arid started to attack the ring of 
Germans a bayonet mercifully ended 
his suffering. 
Starvation killed Che 


rest 


Belgrade also had an orphan asy- 


lum that sheltered the orphans of the 
whole country. Five hundred parent- 
less children were driven from this 
home to starve In the hills surround- 
ing Belgrade. The Germans used ths 
asylums and hospitals for their wound- 
ed. They took few prisoners. In the 
trenches no prisoners were taken. 


A most foul act by the Huns In Bel- 


grade was the assembling of all the 
young girls of the city In the large 
public square. After all were herded 
like cattle In the square by a circle of 
German guards other soldiers rounded 
up nil the relatives. Fathers, mothers, 
brothers and other kin were forced to 
witness the public mistreating of their 
daughters and sisters. 


There is only one way to put an end 


to this kind of thing. It Is by beating 
the Germans—by winning the war. 
Unless this U done the same thing will 
spread all over the world. I am for 
the Liberty Loan heart and soul, be- 
cause the success of the Liberty Loan 
means victory over Germany. 
Every 


true American should be for tho Lib- 
erty Loan and should Invest In It every 
dollat he can rake and scrape together 
and should persuade his frtenda to do 
the same thing; otherwise life on this 
earth will not be worth living for us 
any more than for the Serbians.

The Fiji Islands are doing their "bit" 


toward helping their mother country, 
Kngluncl, ana the allies win ti**'vrar, 
:irid already several continj-enta of 
Fiji's men have gone to the front, as 
well as two detachments of natives, 
ea'.'li 100 strong, who are now engaged 
in transportation work In France. Ad- 
vices reaching here recently show that 
the officers of the allies are quick to 
select members of the Fijian contin- 
gents for commissions. 


For some time earlier In the war 


there was some doubt as to whether 
men would so officially to the front 
froia Fiji. Many men, In fact, brooked 
the delay and decided to go direct, 
eUher by way of the Commonwealth of 
Australia, or the Dominion of Canada. 
Those first men were the pick of the 
colony's best in physique and height, 
ami those who have gone since were 
the result of a careful choice made so 
that Fiji would be represented by the 
best of her manhood. 


Those men have been accustomed to 


thfe open air and, la a measure, were 
in Fiji only because the spirit of enter- 
prise was well developed In them. 
There Is nothing surprising about the 
honor the men from Fiji have gained 
and the reputation they have made for 
themselves. It is generally believed 
that the percentage of men in the 
Fijian contingents and re-enforcements 
who have gained commissions will com- 
pare favorably with any other unit 
formed or dispatched under similar cir- 
cumstances.
